Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.

Li accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. claim(s) 1-27, drawn to a method of inducing gene expression in a plant by 
providing the plant with characters of a repressor and an operator both constituting a gene 
expression inducing system by gene transfer, and a plant and plant cell produced by said 
method. 

Group II , claim(s) 28-32, drawn to a repressor gene. 
Group III, claim(s) 33-37, drawn to a modified promoter. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons:

Groups I-III are not linked by a technical feature as plants and 
plant cells, repressor genes and modified promoters are different categories of products. 
Applicant's claims encompass multiple inventions and do not have a special technical feature 
which links the inventions one to the other and they thus lack unity of invention.
